Accordingly, LOI 
was issued by Chief Administrator, PUDA vide Memo No. CC / JDP / Mega / Taneja /7853 dated 21.12.2005 
and agreement was signed on behalf of Government through Secretary, Department of Housing & Urban 
Development and Promoter on dated 26.05-2006 . Subsequently a Supplementary Agreement was signed on 
05-06-2015 in compliance to the decision taken by Empowered Committee in its meeting held on 11.6.2014 
for additional area of 155.77 acres in already approved project for 1605 acres and giving completion period 
upto 30-6-2015 .

CTP (PB )/MPR -13 dated 29-5-2015. Out of total net planned area 225.441 acres , the exemption u/s 44 (2 ) of 
PAPRA - 1995 was granted for an area of 181.42 acre vide notification no . CTP (Pb )MPR - 13 /2799 dated 11-4-2008 , 
No. CTP (Pb )MPR - 13/656 dated 9-3-2010 and No. 18/ 35 /12-5Hg2/ 3541 dated 9-8-2012 . The company has 
paid updated charges & NDC from GMADA has been received videmeno.no.GMADA /EO /SAO /2016 /3956
